During the war, Schiitz directed the snelting process for an 
eapecially hard steel, made according to a Jepanese formula, 
which was used-for armor-plercing ammmition. Although the 
formula is seid to be known to the Russians, they have not 
yet echieved the necessary hardness in their steel testa, 


supposedly because mistakes were made in the mixing of the 
components and the smelting process, 
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
